REMARKS 


Claims 1-8, 10-25, and 27 were indicated as allowed in the outstanding Office Action. 
The remaining claims have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer to be filed at a later 
date. 

Rejections - 35 U.S.C. § 251 

The first rejection (pages 2-5 of the Office Action) of claims 26, 28-38, 49, 52-58, and 
60-67 is believed to be rendered moot by the cancellation of these claims. 

The second rejection (pages 5-6 of the Office Action) of claims 26, 28-38, 49, 52-58, and 
60-62 is believed to be rendered moot by the cancellation of these claims. 

Rejection - 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 

The rejection (page 6 of the Office Action) of claims 26, 28-38, 49, 52-58, and 60-62 is 
believed to be rendered moot by the cancellation of these claims.
